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Appeal. — An expelled or suspended Knight has 
the right of appeal to his Grand Commandery. 

An appeal taken from expulsion, or indefinite sus- 
pension, does not suspend the judgment appealed 
from. In other cases an appeal operates as a super- 
sedeas. 

If the judgment appealed from be reversed, the 
Knight who was under discipline is thereby restored 
to good standing and membership in his Commandery. 

A Grand Commandery, upon an appeal, may mo- 
dify the judgment of its subordinates. 
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An accused may be represented by counsel at all 
stages of the trial : Provided j such counsel shall be a 
Knight Templar in good standing. 

A decision of a Grand Commandery is final, and 
no appeal to the Grand Encampment can be taken, 
unless the decision involves a construction of the 
Constitution, Edicts, or Statutes of the Grand En- 
campment. 

Absentees. — A member of a Commandery has 
the right to know all the transactions at the con- 
claves of his Commandery, whether affecting himself 
or not. 

Assessments. — A Commandery, Grand Comman- 
dery, and the Grand Encampment, respectively, has 
the right to levy and collect such pro rata assessments 
as may be needed to pay the expenses of the body. 

In the absence of any special law, a majority vote 
may determine the propriety of an assessment and the 
amount thereof : Provided, however, a member of a 
Subordinate Commandery may appeal to his Grand 
Commandery, if he feels aggrieved by such assess- 
ment, and claims that it is in violation of Templar law. 

Ballot. — The ballot upon a petition for the 
Orders, or for membership, must be secret, and it 
must be sacred ; and it can be taken only at a Stated 
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Conclave, unless by written permission of the Grand 
Commander. 

Every member present when a ballot is taken is 
required to vote, unless excused by the Commandery 
before the balloting has commenced. 

An Eminent Commander, upon good cause shown, 
may order one re-ballot, before the result of the ballot 
has been recorded, and before any member of the 
Commandery has left the asylum. 

Business. — All business of the Commandery must 
be transacted in the asylum, and at a stated conclave ; 
or at a special conclave, due notice of such conclave 
and of the business to be transacted, having been 
given to each member of the Commandery. Arrange- 
ments for the funeral of a Knight may be made, and 
the Orders may be conferred, at special conclaves. 

Burial. — When a Knight is buried by his Com- 
mandery, the burial ceremony approved by the Grand 
Encampment in 1859 must be observed. 

An unaffiliated Knight Templar is not entitled to 
the honors of Knightly burial. 

Charter. — A Subordinate Commandery cannot be 
constituted without a duly executed Warrantor Charter. 

If a Commandery should lose its Charter, the 
Grand Commandery can authorise it to hold con- 
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claves and transact business, by issuing an order set- 
ting forth the facts ; which order shall have the effect 
of a Charter until a duplicate shall be issued by the 
Grand Commaudery. 

No Commandery can surrender its Charter so long 
as there are nine members of the Commandery who 
desire and are able to work under said Charter, accord- 
ing to the regulations of the Grand Commandery. 

When the Charter of a Commandery shall have 
been surrendered or arrested, the members thereof in 
good standing shall, upon payment of their dues to 
the Grand Commandery, be entitled to a Certificate 
of such good standing from the Grand Recorder 
having charge of the books and effects of the Com- 
mandery : Provided^ however, in case of the arrest 
of the Charter, the Grand Commander may suspend, 
and the Grand Commandery may prohibit, the issuing 
of such certificates to those whose actions or neglect 
of duty may have caused the arrest of the Charter. 

A Charter surrendered or arrested cannot be 
granted to form a new Commandery, but may be 
restored to the former members in good Templar 
standing, who are unaffiliated. 

CoMMANDERiES. — A Dispensation, Warrant, or 
Charter to form a new Commandery cannot be 
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granted except upon a petition of at least nine 
Knights Templar in good standing. 

Petitioners for a jiew Commandery need not dimit 
from other Commanderies. 

The petition for a dispensation must have endorsed 
upon it the recommendation of the Commandery 
nearest the location designated for the new one. 

If the new Commandery is to be stationed in a 
City where there is more than one Commandery, two 
of those located in such City must recommend the 
petition. 

A Commandery under dispensation cannot be con- 
stituted. 

When a Commandery U. D. ceases to exist, it can- 
not be revived. 

Its officers cannot be elected or installed. 

It cannot be represented in a Grand Body. 

Except as above specified, it has the same rights 
and powers as a Chartered Commandery. 

Knights created in a Commandery U. D. are mem- 
bers thereof, and sustain the exact relation to that 
Commandery, and to other Templars which is sus- 
tained by those Knighted in Chartered Commanderies. 

A Commandery is created by the grant of a Charter, 
which is the proper evidence of the fact, and becomes 
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effective only when the Commandery shall have been 
constituted under it. 

No Commandery shall be constituted until it is 
provided with a suitable asylum, properly furnished. 

The officers can only be installed after the Com- 
mandery shall have been duly constituted in the pre- 
sence of at least nine of its members. 

The officers of a Commandery which has not been 
constituted are not members of the Grand Com- 
mandery, and cannot vote therein, although the 
Charter of their Commandery has been issued. 

A Commandery failing to meet for twelve consec- 
utive months, forfeits all of its rights as a Com- 
mandery, and its Charter should be arrested. 

If a Grand Commandery should dissolve, its Sub- 
ordinates do not for that cause cease to exist; but 
pass at once under the immediate authority of the 
Grand Encampment. 

Commanderies shall not appear in public, as such, 
without permission of the Grand Commander, except 
upon funeral occasions. 

When Commanderies appear in public, in their 
own State or out of it, they are under the immediate 
authority of the Grand Commander, if he chooses to 
assume the command. If he is not present, the 
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officer upon whom, under the Constitution, his duties 
devolve, may act in his place. But all are under the 
authority of the Grand Commander in whose juris- 
diction they may, at the time, be. 

Subordinate Commanderies * close," — they do not 
"call off" or "adjourn." 

In the absence of the Eminent Commander, the 
Generalissimo, and in the absence of both, the Cap- 
tain General, may confer the Orders of Knighthood, 
or authorize a Past Commander to do so, in his 
presence. 

Debate.— When the presiding officer wishes the 
debate to close, he rises ; and that ends the discussion. 

DiMiTS. — A member of a Commandery may re- 
ceive a dimit without a vote of the Commandery, at 
a stated conclave, upon request made in the open 
Commandery; Provided^ his dues shall have been 
paid, and no charges are pending against him. 

Elections. — All elections, in all Templar bodies, 
must be by ballot. 

Blanks are not votes, and cannot be considered as 
such in the elections of officers. 

Eminent Commander. — An Eminent Commander 
may be suspended by his Grand Commander, or the 
officer acting as such, in his own State, or out of it 
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with his Commandery; and this suspension continues 
until revoked by the Grand Commander, or reversed 
by trial But suspension from office does not affect 
his membership in his Commandery. 

An Eminent Commander cannot be tried by his 
own Commandery, but by the Grand Commandery, 
and by the Grand Encampment where there is no 
Grand Commandery. 

Extinct Commanderies. — When a Commandery 
has ceased to exist, its members may join another 
Commandery, upon petition, and certificate from the 
Grand Recorder of the State holding the Charter and 
papers of the extinct Commandery, that his standing 
therein was good when said Commandery ceased to 
exist. 

Expulsion or Suspension. — The suspension or 
expulsion of a Knight by his Commandery deprives 
him of all the rights and privileges of Knighthood, 
so long as the judgment remains in force. 

Expulsion, or suspension from his Masonic rights 
by his Lodge or Chapter, deprives a Knight of all 
rights and privileges in his Commandery, and of all 
intercourse with the Order. 

In such case, a certificate of the Lodge or Chapter, 
of its action, must be filed with the Recorder of the 
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Commandery, and a minute should be made of the 
reception of such certificate, and of its legal effect, 
to wit : — that the Knight is thereby divested of his 
Knightly rank and of all its privileges. 

The certificate from the Lodge or Chapter must 
show not only the fact of suspension or expulsion, 
but also that the body had jurisdiction. 

If a certificate of the facts cannot be obtained from 
the Secretary of the I^odge or Chapter, they may be 
proved by oral testimony; and the same entry should 
be made. 

When the expulsion or suspension is made or con- 
firmed by the Grand Lodge or Grand Chapter, as the 
case may be, the Commandery cannot go behind the 
record or adjudicate upon the question of jurisdiction. 

A Knight who has been expelled by his Com- 
mandery may be restored by a two-thirds vote to 
good standing. 

If suspended by his Commandery, a majority vote 
will restore to good standing. 

In either case of suspension or expulsion by his 
Commandery, the Knight can be restored to mem- 
bership only upon petition and unanimous ballot. 

When the suspension or expulsion from the Com- 
mandery was the result of suspension or ex^\iU\a^Vs^ 
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Lodge or Chapter, a certificate of his restoration in 
the body which disciplined him will restore the 
Knight to good standing and membership. 

In case of definite suspension, the restoration of 
the Knight to his Lodge or Chapter restores him to 
Knightly standing. 

Fees. — The prescribed fees for the Orders of 
Knighthood cannot be remitted by a Commandery, 
directly or indirectly. 

Foreign Knights — Not Red Cross. — A Knight 
Templar created in a foreign juridisction, and who 
has not received the Order of Red Cross, may, at his 
examination, take the vow and have that Order com- 
municated to him, and thereafter may be admitted to 
the asylum. 

Healing. — Healing consists in re-obligating the 
Knight, and correcting what has been done amiss at 
his creation. 

The Grand Commandery or Grand Commander 
(by its authority), in whose jurisdiction a Knight was 
irregularly created, has power to heal him. 

This power may be delegated to a subordinate 
Commandery or an Eminent Commander. 

One Knighted in a clandestine manner or in a 
spurious Commandery cannot be healed. 
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Illegal Commanderies — Without Dispensa- 
tion OR Charter. — All Commanderies or pretended 
Commanderies are spurious unless held under a Dis- 
pensation, Warrant, or Charter as herein prescribed ; 
and all communication with such bodies is forbidden, 
and also all recognition and intercourse with their 
members as Knights. 

Information — How Obtained. — Knights desir- 
ing information relative to any point in law or usage 
of Templar Masonry, should apply to their Eminent 
Commander ; the Eminent Commander, if necessary, 
shall apply to his Grand Commander, and the Grand 
Commander, in turn, to the Grand Master. 

Install Officers. — The officers of a Subordinate 
Commandery may be installed by any permanent mem- 
ber of the Grand Encampment, by either of the first 
four officers of the Grand Commandery, by the Eminent 
Commander, or by a Past Eminent Commander. 

The officers of a new Commandery cannot be in- 
stalled at the conclave of the Grand Commandery at 
which the Charter is granted, unless the Commandery 
shall have first been legally constituted, and such 
officers shall have been duly elected. 

When installation is performed by one in office, 
no special authority is required. 
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When by a past officer, the commanding officer 
must be present authorizing it, or his written proxy 
must be produced. 

The officers to be installed cannot be represented 
by a proxy. 

Officers elect of the Grand Encampment, or of a 
Grand Commandery, who cannot be present at the 
regular time for installation, may be installed in such 
Commandery as the Grand Encampment or Grand 
Commandery respectively may designate. 

The Recorder of the Commandery in which such 
installation shall take place, shall forthwith certify 
the fact to the Grand Recorder. 

Jurisdiction. — In the absence of a Statute of the 
proper Grand Commandery, or of a special Edict of 
the Grand Encampment, defining the limits of each 
Commandery, the jurisdiction thereof, whether Char- 
tered or under dispensation, extends in all directions 
to one-half the distance, by a direct line, between 
itself and the next nearest Commandery : Provided^ 
that in no case can it extend beyond the limits of the 
State or Territory in which it is located. 

Each Commandery has penal jurisdiction over all 
Knights non-affiliated, as well as affiliated, for viola- 
tion of moral or Templar law within its territorial 
jurisdiction.

It is not lawful for a Commandery to confer the 
Orders upon any one residing within the jurisdiction 
of another Commandery, without first obtaining the 
permission of such Commandery. 

When a petition for the Orders is received from a 
sojourner, or from one who has not resided for six 
months within the jurisdiction of the Commandery, 
it is the duty of the Commandery receiving it to 
notify the Commandery within whose jurisdiction 
the petitioner resided, and obtain its consent that 
jurisdiction shall be exercised over the petition and 
the petitioner. 

It shall be competent, in such cases, for a Com- 
mandery to waive its jurisdiction, and permit another 
Commandery to confer the Orders upon one residing 
within its jurisdiction. 

Meetings. — A Commandery can meet only in the 
place designated in its Dispensation or Charter. 

A Commandery may remove its asylum from one 
house to another in the same place, by vote of a 
majority of its members present at a stated meeting, 
and after due notice of the proposed change. 

If the regular asylum of a Commandery, from any 
cause, becomes an unfit or improper place for holding 
the conclaves, the Grand Commander may authorize 
them to be held elsewhere in the same place. 
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Membership. — Those who receive the Order of 
the Temple in a Commandery are ipso facto members 
thereof, whether such Commandery be Chartered or 
under Dispensation. 

After a Dispensation is granted to form a new 
Commandery, the membership of the Knights who 
petitioned therefor remains in abeyance as to the 
older Commanderies to which they belonged when 
signing the petition. They become active members 
of the Commandery while under Dispensation, and 
when a Charter is granted, and the Commandeiy 
constituted, they continue to be members of the new 
Conjmandery, and cease to be members of the old 
ones. 

If the Dispensation should be withdrawn, or a 
Charter refused, the Knights who petitioned therefor, 
resume their membership in their former Comman- 
deries, without petition or other ceremony. 

When a Charter is granted and the Commandery 
constituted, the Recorder of the new Commandery 
must certify the fact to each Commandery to which 
any of the petitioning Knights belonged, and this 
will terminate their former affiliation. 

Honorary membership does not confer the right to 
vote, nor any rank or standing therein, but is merely 
complimentary. 
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Officers. — The holding of the office of Grand 
Commander is incompatible with that of one of the 
first three offices in a Subordinate Commandery. 

When a vacancy occurs in the office of Eminent 
Commander, the powers and duties devolve upon the 
Generalissimo, and if there should be no General- 
issimo, upon the Captain General. 

When there is no officer in line to fill a vacancy, 
the commanding officer shall, by appointment, fill 
the vacancy pro tern. 

If a vacancy occur in any elective office, other than 
that of Eminent Commander, the Grand Commander 
may authorize a new election, upon request to that 
effect by the Commandery: Provided, however, in 
case of a vacancy in both the offices of Eminent 
Commander and Generalissimo, the Captain General 
shall succeed to the duties and powers of the Eminent 
Commander, without an election. 

When the vacancy is in one of the appointive 
offices, it shall be filled by appointment by the com- 
manding officer. 

If any officer duly elected or appointed shall, with- 
out reasonable excuse, neglect to attend at the time 
fixed for installation, his election or appointment may 
be declared void by a vote of the body which elected 
him, or by the officer who appointed him. 
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Whenever a Grand Commander or an Eminent 
Commander changes his residence to a place beyond 
the jurisdiction of his Grand Commandery, he thereby 
vacates his office, and can exercise its powers no 
longer. 

Objection after Ballot. — A member of a Com- 
mandery in good standing may object to the conferring 
of the Orders upon an elected candidate ; and this, 
whether the objecting Knight was present when the 
ballot was taken or not. 

When such objection is made, either in open Com- 
mandery or to the Eminent Commander, the Orders 
cannot be conferred ; and the fact of objection alone, 
and not the name of the objector, should be entered 
upon the minutes, and it is equivalent to the rejection 
of the candidate by ballot. 

The objecting Knight cannot be required to dis- 
close his reasons therefor. 

Objections to a candidate may be received from a 
visiting Knight, and should be duly considered by 
the Commandery; but they are not conclusive, like 
those of a member. 

Petition for Orders. — Every petition for the 
Orders of Knighthood shall declare the Lodge and 
Chapter in which the petitioner received the degrees, 
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and shall state whether he has or has not been pre- 
viously rejected by any Commandery. 

It shall also declare that the petitioner is a firm 
believer in the Christian religion. 

No petition can be received unless signed by the 
applicant in person, giving his full name, residence, 
and occupation. 

No petition can be received which is signed by 
more than one applicant. 

Each petition must be signed by two vouchers and 
recommenders, who are members of the Commandery 
to which the petition is presented. 

When a petition has been presented to a Com- 
mandery, it cannot be withdrawn, unless it shall 
appear that the Commandery has not jurisdiction 
over the petitioner. 

The character of the report of a committee of 
inquiry, whether favorable or unfavorable, should 
never be recorded. 

An unfavorable report does not dispense with the 
necessity of a ballot, which must be taken in all cases. 

Petitions can be received or acted on only at stated 
conclaves, unless by written permission of the Grand 
Commander. 

No ballot can be had upon a petition until after it 
has been referred to a committee of three members, 
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of the Commandery, and that committee has reported. 

A petition cannot be balloted on until at least four 
weeks after it has been presented to the Commandery, 
unless by written permission of the Grand Commander. 

In the absence of any Statute by the governing 
Grand Commandery to the contrary, the petition of 
one who has been rejected cannot be renewed until 
at least six months after such rejection. 

It may then be received by the Commandery in 
whose jurisdiction the petitioner then resides: Pro- 
videdy the Commandery by which he was rejected 
consents to waive its jurisdiction. 

Qualification for Orders. — It is not necessary 
that petitioners should have received the degrees of 
Royal and Select Master ; or be a member of either 
Lodge or Chapter. 

The loss of a leg or arm by a petitioner disqualifies 
him from receiving the Orders of Knighthood. 

Quorum. — A quorum in the Grand Encampment, 
Grand Commanderies, and Subordinate Comman- 
deries, consists of nine members entitled to vote 
therein, including an officer entitled to open the 
Body. 

Rank. — Commanderies— Grand and Subordinate 
— take rank according to the date of their several 
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organizations, unless any of them voluntarily waive 
their proper rank. 

Election (or appointment) and installation are 
necessary to confer rank. 

The Standard Bearer outranks the Sword Bearer, 
and the Sword Bearer outranks the Warder, and the 
Treasurer outranks the Recorder. 

Present officers on duty in their own bodies, out- 
rank past officers of any grade. 

A Knight dimitting to the jurisdiction of another 
Grand Commandery, forfeits his membership and 
right to voice and vote in the Grand and Subor- 
dinate Commandery of which he has been a member, 
and acquires no rank in the Grand Commandery of 
the jurisdiction in which he has affiliated, but "a Past 
Commander may be elected to membership therein." 

Resign. — Any officer of a Commandery under dis- 
pensation may resign, with the consent of the Grand 
Master or Grand Commander, respectively. 

Neither of the first three officers of a chartered 
Commandery can resign after installation. 

Red Cross. — In the Council of Red Cross Knights, 
"High Priest" is the title of the officer ministering at 
the altar. 

Ritual. — The Ritual as promulgated by the Grand 
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Encampment cannot be altered or abridged by the 
Grand Master, Grand Commander, or Grand Com- 
mandery. 

Summons. — A notice published in the newspapers 
is not a legal summons ; it must be by personal service, 
or by notice left at the residence or place of business 
of the person summoned, or deposited in the post 
office, directed to his usual address. 

It is necessary that the seal should be affixed to a 
summons — but not to a notice of a conclave. 

Every Knight should promptly and strictly obey 
the summons of his Commander. 

Title. — One who has filled by election and a term 
of service the office of Eminent Commander, Grand 
Commander, or Grand Master, retains the rank and 
title, with the word "Past" prefixed — as Past Emi- 
nent Commander, Past Grand Commander, Past 
Grand Master. 

Trial. — Trials of Sir Knights shall be in open 
Commandery; and the Eminent Commander shall 
preside, and decide all questions of law and all 
questions upon the admissibility of evidence. 

Unaffiliated Knights. — Unaffiliated Knights 
cannot vote in person or as proxy, or hold office in 
any Commandery, Grand or Subordinate. 
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Uniform of Knights Templar. — The uniform 
of a Knight Templar is that prescribed by the Grand 
Encampment in 1862. No other uniform is allowed, 
and no authority other than the Grand Encampment 
can modify or alter it. 

Frmnded^ however, that all members of Comman- 
deries which now have what is known as the " black 
uniform," be permitted to wear it while members of 
said Commandery; but no other Commandery, nor 
the members thereof, shall be authorized or permitted 
to wear any other than the Regulation prescribed 
in 1862. 

Provided further^ that any Commandery in a State 
where the black uniform is worn, may, by permission 
of its Grand Commandery, adopt and wear such black 
uniform. 

No officer or member can be present in the Grand 
Encampment, or in a Grand Commandery, unless in 
full Templar uniform, except by the vote of the body 
excusing him. 

Full Dress. — Black Frock Coat, Black Panta- 
loons, Scarf, Sword, Belt, Shoulder Straps, Gauntlets, 
and Chapeau, with appropriate trimmings. 

Fatigue Dress. — Same as full dress, except for 
Chapeau a black cloth Cap, Navy Form, with appro- 
priate Cross in front, and for Gauntlets, white Gloves. 
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Scarf. — Five inches wide in the whole, of white, 
bordered with black one inch on either side, a strip 
of Navy Lace one-fourth of an inch wide at the inner 
edge of the black. On the" front centre of the Scarf, 
a Metal Star of nine points, in allusion to the nine 
founders of the Temple Order, inclosing the Passion 
Cross, surrounded by the Latin motto, " In hoc Signo 
Vinces;^^ the Star to be three and three-quarter 
inches in diameter. The Scarf to be worn from the 
right shoulder to the left hip, with the ends extending 
six inches below the point of intersection. 

Chapeau. — The military Chapeau, trimmed with 
black binding, one white and two black Plumes, and 
appropriate Cross on the left side. 

Gauntlets. — Of buff leather, the flap to extend 
four inches upwards from the wrists, and to have the 
appropriate Cross embroidered in gold, on the proper 
colored velvet, two inches in length. 

Sword. — Thirty-four to forty inches, inclusive of 
Scabbard, Helmet Head, Cross Handle, and Metal 
Scabbard. 

Belt. — Red enameled or patent leather, two inches 
wide, fastened round the body with buckle or clasp. 

Cap. — Navy Form ; black cloth, four to five inches 
high, narrow leather strap, fastened at the sides with 
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small metal Templar's Cross, and with appropriate 
Cross in front. 

Distinctions. — The Sir Knights will wear white 
metal, wherever metal appears. Commanders and 
Past Commanders, Grand and Past Grand Officers, 
gold. 

Crosses. — Sir Knights, Commanders, and Past 
Commanders of Subordinate Commanderies will wear 
the Passion Cross ; Grand and Past Grand Officers 
of State Commanderies, the Templar Cross; Grand 
and Past Grand Officers of the Grand Encampment, 
the Patriarchal Cross; the Grand Master and 
Past Grand Masters of the Grand Encampment, the 
Cross of Salem, which is the Patriarchal Cross, 
with an additional bar in the centre. 

The various Crosses, as designated, to be worn on 
the side of the Chapeau, and on the Scabbard of the 
Sword. Those on the Chapeau to be three inches in 
height ; on the Sword, one inch. 

Of Knights of the Red Cross. — The Templar 
baldric reversed, exhibiting the green side ; Templar 
cap covered ; sword, and white gloves ; constitute the 
uniform of a Red Cross Knight. The Sovereign 
Master wears the royal robes and crown, and the 
High Priest his full robes, etc.

Of Knights of Malta. — Same as Knights Tem- 
plar. 

Visiting Knights. — No visiting Knight can be 
admitted to an asylum if one only of the regular 
members present objects. The objection may be 
made openly or privately to the Eminent Commander, 
and in neither case can the objector be required to 
disclose his reasons for his objection. 

Warrant or Charter — Must be Present. — 
The Warrant or Charter of a Commandery must 
always be present at the opening and throughout the 
conclave.

Election for officers at March Assembly. Installa- 
tion, Stated Assembly prior to May I.

Omission to do this deprives of repre- 
sentation in Grand Commandery. 

Neglect to make returns, etc., after three months 
notice suspends the warrant, which can only be re- 
stored by^ vote of the Grand Commandery. 

Orders cannot be conferred for less than $30 cx). 
Whole fee payable before the Orders are conferred. 

A majority of whole number of votes is necessary 
for choice in election of officers. Second ballot con- 
fined to two highest on the return.

To All Whom it May Concern, GREETING: 

'HERE AS: A Petition of sundry Knights 
Templar in the State of Pennsylvania, praying

To Whom it May Concern, Greeting : — 

TVTaereas: Heretofore, to wit, on the fifteenth 
day of September, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-nine, a Dispensation 
was granted to certain Sir Knights to open and hold 
a Commandery of Knights Templar and the append- 
ant Orders, in the City of Philadelphia, in the County 
of Philadelphia, and State of Pennsylvania, by the 
name of Mary Commandery, No. 36 ;

ARTICLE I. 

ASSEMBLIES. 

Sec. I. — The Stated Assemblies of this Comman- 
dery shall be on the second Thursday of every month, 
except July and August, which shall be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Eminent Commander: Provided: That 
the Stated Assembly in June shall be held at such 
time as the members at the Stated Assembly in April 
may determine, they having due notice of the same. 

Sec. 2. — The hours of assembling shall be at seven 
o'clock, p. M., from the 25th of March to the 25th of 
September, and at six o'clock from the 25th of Sep- 
tember to the 25th of March. 

Sec. 3. — No business shall be transacted at a Special 
Assembly other than that for which the same is called. 

ARTICLE IL 

OFFICERS. 

Sec. I. — The elective officers shall be an Eminent 
Commander, Generalissimo, Captain General, Trea- 
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surer, Recorder, and three Trustees; who shall be 
separately elected by ballot, at the Stated Assembly 
in March. 

Sec. 2. — No member shall be entitled to vote at 
the annual election, or be eligible to any office, whose 
dues are not paid in full, unless the same shall have 
been previously remitted. 

Sec. 3. — At the Stated Assembly in April, the 
Eminent Commander shall appoint a Prelate, Senior 
Warden, Junior Warden, Standard Bearer, Sword 
Bearer, Warder, three Guards, Armorer, Sentinel, 
three Stewards, and a Committee of three on Uniform 
and Drill. 

Sec. 4. — All the officers of this Commandery shall 
be installed at the Stated Assembly in April, and shall 
continue in office until their successors are duly 
elected and installed. 



ARTICLE II L 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Sec. I. — The Eminent Commander shall cause 
the Rules and Regulations of this Commandery to be 
duly observed, as also the Constitution of the Grand 
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Commandery of this State, and of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States ; also cause accurate records 
of this Commandery to be kept, and just accounts 
rendered, and have regular returns made to the Grand 
Recorder, and the annual dues promptly paid. 

At the Stated Assembly in March, he shall appoint 
two Sir Knights, who, in conjunction with the Emi- 
nent Commander, Generalissimo, and Captain Gen- 
eral, shall audit the books of the Treasurer, Recorder, 
and Trustees, and make a report of such examination, 
and of the condition of the Finances of the Com- 
mandery at the stated assembly in April. In the 
absence of the Eminent Commander, the General- 
issimo and Captain General shall preside in the 
Commandery, according to rank, and shall perform 
the duties of their respective stations. 

Sec. 2. — The Treasurer shall keep a true and 
correct account of the funds of the Commandery, 
and submit the same, with his vouchers, annually to 
the Auditing Committee in April. He shall pay no 
moneys except in pursuance of a resolution of the 
Commandery, and upon an order signed by the 
Eminent Commander, and attested by the Recorder. 

Sec. 3. — The Recorder shall keep accurate re- 
cords of the transactions of this Commandery, collect 
aJJ moneys due the same, and pay it forthwith to the

Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor. He shall issue 
notices for each Stated and Special Assembly, in 
which, if for a Stated Assembly, shall be set forth the 
name, age, occupation, and residence of every applicant 
for the Orders of Knighthood or membership, together 
with his or their recommenders, and the Committee 
to whom referred. He shall render returns to the 
Grand Recorder of the membership, and the work of 
the Commandery, immediately after the Stated Assem- 
bly in April. At the time of issuing the notices for 
the Stated Assembly in March, he shall notify each 
member of the amount of his indebtedness, and per- 
form such other duties appertaining to his office as 
the Commandery may direct; and for his services 
shall receive two hundred (200) dollars per annum. 

Sec. 4. — The Prelates, Senior and Junior 
Wardens, Standard Bearer, Sword Bearer, 
Warder, and Guards, shall perform such duties as 
are prescribed by the Ritual of the Order. 

Sec. 5. — The Armorer shall have charge of all 
the furniture and arms of the Commandery, see that 
they are kept in good order and ready for use ; and 
at the Stated Meeting in March, he shall make a 
return in writing to the Commandery of every article 
in his department ; and for his services shall receive 
three (3) dollars for each Assembly. 
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Sec. 6. — The Sentinel shall attend every Assem- 
bly of the Commandery, deliver the notices for the 
same; and for his services shall receive three (3) 
dollars for each Assembly. 

Sec. 7. — The Stewards shall make all necessary 
preparations for the Assemblies of the Commandery. 

Sec. 8. — The Trustees shall invest such moneys 
as may be placed in their hands for that purpose, in 
the name of "The Trustees of Mary Comman- 
dery, No. 36, Masonic Knights Templar, of 
Philadelphia," the Commandery to determine the 
nature of such investments. The Trustees shall 
make an annual detailed report of the funds at the 
Stated Meeting in March, and whenever ordered by 
the Commandery. 

ARTICLE IV. 
petitions. 



Sec. I. — Petitions for the orders of Knighthood, 
or for membership only, shall be in writing, signed 
in full by the applicant, recommended by two Sir 
Knights, members of this Commandery, such petition 
stating his age, residence, occupation, as well as the 
Lodge and Chapter to which he belongs. The £ini> 
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nent Commander shall appoint a Committee of three 
to examine into his character, etc., and report thereon 
at the next Stated Assembly, or as early as practical 
thereafter; if the report be unanimously in favor of 
the applicant, he may be balloted for. 

Sec. 2. — All petitions shall be accompanied by the 
fees as set forth in Article VII respectively. If the 
petition be withdrawn, or the candidate rejected, the 
money shall be returned ; but if approved or elected, 
and said petitioner does not come forward within six 
months thereafter, it shall be forfeited to the Com- 
mandery. 



ARTICLE V. 

REJECTIONS. 

Sec. I. — In case of the rejection of an applicant 
for the orders of Knighthood or membership, no 
member or visitor shall disclose the name of the 
member who opposed the candidate, under the pen- 
alty, if a member, of expulsion ; or, if a visitor, of 
his never being permitted to visit this Commandery 
again, or to become a member thereof; and the Emi- 
nent Commander, immediately after the rejection of 
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any candidate, shall cause this Article to be read in 
the hearing of all present. 

Sec. 2. — An applicant for the orders of Knighthood, 
rejected in this Commandery, shall be entitled to a 
second ballot, due notice thereof being given by the 
Recorder; and if then rejected, no further ballot 
shall be had for the space of six months thereafter, 
when a new petition in his case may be received in 
usual form. 



ARTICLE VI. 

FEES. 

The fees for conferring the orders of Knighthood 
or membership shall invariably be paid in advance, 
and shall be as follows : —

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ARTICLE VIL 

DUES AND LIFE-MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec. I. — Every Sir Knight other than a Life- 
Member shall pay the sum of six (6) dollars per 
annum. 

Sec. 2. — Any member being in arrears to the Com- 
mandery upon the night of the annual election, and 
neglecting or refusing to pay the same, after he has 
been duly notified of the proposed action of the Com- 
mandery thereon, may be suspended from member- 
ship, unless it appear that he has been absent from 
the City six months, or has had his dues remitted : 
Provided i however: That before any member be sus- 
pended, it shall satisfactorily appear to the Com- 
mandery that such member has received due notice 
as required by Section 3, Article IV, of these By- 
Laws, or that it was impossible to serve him with 
such notice. 

Sec. 3. — Any member of this Commandery who 
shall pay, over and above the amount of his dues, 
the sum of forty (40) dollars, or, if he has been a 
contributing member for five consecutive years, the 
sum of fifteen (15) dollars, over and above all arrear- 
ages, may, by a vote of the Commandery, be constituted 
a life-member, and exempt from all further dues; 
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Provided t however: The above does not apply to the 
charter members, whose standing, in every respect, 
shall be the same as in the Commandery from which 
they withdrew. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

UNIFORM. 

Sec. I. — Every Sir Knight is required to appear 
in the uniform prescribed by the Regulations of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States. 

Sec. 2. — There shall be a Standing Committee of 
three Sir Knights, who, in conjunction with the Emi- 
nent Commander, shall see that the uniform of every 
member is in slrict conformity to the Regulations 
prescribed by the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, and that every member is made proficient in 
the drill adopted for the use of this Commandery ; and 
it shall be their duty to prescribe such measures as 
they may deem proper from time to time to carry the 
same into effect. 

ARTICLE IX. 

RESIGNATIONS.

Any member wishing to resign shall give notice in 
writing at a Stated Assembly, pay his entire indebted- 
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ness to the Commandery; when his resignation shall 
be placed upon the minutes, and be acted upon at 
the next Stated Assembly. If the Sir Knight is re- 
quired to leave the City, his resignation may be ac- 
cepted forthwith. 

ARTICLE X, 

AMENDMENTS. 

Any amendment or alteration to these By-Laws 
must be presented in writing at a Stated Assembly; if 
seconded, it shall be read by the Recorder and en- 
tered on the minutes, and lie over until the next 
Stated Assembly, when it shall require the vote of a 
majority of the members present to amend, repeal, 
or enact any such law or laws : Provided: That the 
members have been duly notified that such alteration 
is to be acted upon.
